Patent document No. 62-144,893 has not been received and is not in the Image file wrapper (IFW). The beam spot includes all of the 
cross-section of the laser beam. The focused beam spot is the beam spot where it is at its minimum size before it starts diverging. As 
shown in figure 2 of Nishikawa et al. lens (8) focuses the laser beam. As shown in figure 1 the focused beam spot includes the shaded 
portions (element 4) as well as the unshaded portion (element 5). Only in the unshaded portion of Nishikawa et al. (which is within the 
focused beam spot ) has laser ablation. 
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
